FESTIVALS. 

Day, called the Gule of August,—It is 
now only remarkable as a day of term for some pur- 
oses, It was probably out of the great festival days 
of our heathen ancestors, and it is worthy of observa- 
tion that it occurs exactly three months after another 
of these—Beltane. Cormace, Bishop of Cashel in the 
tenth century, records that in his time four great fires 
were lighted upon the four great festivals of the Druids, 
namely, in February, May, August, and November ; 
robably Beltane and Lammas were two of these. 
ammas seems to have been held as a day of thanks- 
iving for the new fruits of the earth. It was observed 
with bread of new wheat; and there was a custom in 
some places at no distant eriod for tenants to be 
bound to bring in wheat of the new crop to their lord 
on or before this day. The most rational explanation 
of the word is that which derives it from the Saxon 
Halfmasse (loaf mass, or the loaf festival), the f being 
in time softened away on account of the difficulty of 
pronouncing it before m. The Gule of August is 
probably from the Celtic Cul or Gul (a festival anni- 
versary).

It was in- 
stituted in 813, to celebrate the ascension of the Virgin 
into heaven, In Catholic countries this day is marked 
by splendid ceremonies and processions. 

24, St. Bartholomew's Day.— A holiday of the 
Church of England. St. Bartholomew was an apostle, 
but there is no scriptural account of his labours or 
death. The le end of the Romish Church represents 
him as preaching in the Indies, and concluding his 
life by being flayed alive by order of a brother of the 
King of Armenia. In memory of his death, it was 
customary at our monastic institutions in the middle 
ages fe istribute small knives amongst the people.

THE FARM. 
This is too completely the harvest month of the 
farmer in the south of England for him to have leisure 
to attend to more than the crowning labours of the 


season. 


Do not let the corn become too ripe before you 


begin to cut. Turnip hoeing, however, must now be 
going on. Coleseed, or, better, the six weeks’ turnips, 
may also be sown in the early part of the month in 
some of the i stubbles. Stock farmers now 
sell off their lambs and draft ewes. Wether flocks 
should have good keep to forward them for turnips. 
Sows should farrow this month, If you have spare 
time, collect together the earth of which you intend 
to form your compost heaps: this can hardly be done 
with too much care, This is a good time, especially 
if the weather is moist, to improve poor wornout pas- 
tures, either by sowing grass seeds, or by using the 
subturf plough. Rye and winter barley for spring 
seed should be sown this month. 

Kitchen Garden.—It is of importance to be aware 
that cabbages are propagated not merely by seeds, but 
also by slips from the stalks. Cabbages, brocoli, 
endive, spinach, Welsh onions, turnips, and radishes, 
should now be sown. The celery sown should be 
planted, and that already planted, as well as cardoons, 
should be earthed up. The following vegetables are 
those best suited to a farmer’s or cottager’s garden :— 
Cabbages—early York, Battersea, and Vanack; the 
first variety for using in a young state, and the two 
last for firm cabbaging; small dark red for pickling. 
Cauliflower—the early or late depends on the time of 
sowing. Brocoli—early white for autumn and winter, 
and Knight’s protecting for spring use. Savoy—the 
large late green is excellent, being very hardy and of 
good quality. Other greens for winter use are the

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 


O at length Ja gaiétd begins to 
resume somewhat of her ancien 
régime. People actually talk 
of, theatres, and concerts, and 
balls, as though they had d Vi- 
tality sufficient to Ye 
through the fog of revolution 
with a sunny and Smiling ‘as. 
pect! Well, this is cheeri 
and my excellent friend Vistor 
Hugo has bestirred hiniself to 
obtain a supply of that ** oj” 
without which neither dramatic 
nor any other machin ‘ac- 
quires the power of thovinge— 
namely, something like what 
in London wuld be equivalent to £60,000 a year. A 
most matter-of-fact personage in the Chambers ques- 
tioned the influence of a theatre in amusing the public 
mind unless on a diné! Why, the B iphiriny ng is, 
that, when amusement forms part 0’ f ‘every-day life, 
every one has had more or less his shate in the Fast. 
breaking of the human family ; and, therefore, to put 
out the light because it may be dark is very "absurd 
indeed! ‘There is to be an inspector-general of 
theatres, or a council composed of dramatists and 
literary men; Jules Janin advocating the first (pro- 
bably with a sly eye to himself), and De Matherel 
the second, Viardot is to débiit here in ‘ Robert” and 
the ‘ Huguenots,” and in November to lead in 
“Ta Prophate””—so that you see we have some- 
thing in store; and then the new ballet of “Les 
Amazones” is in busy preparation. Then, again, 
Felicien David is elaborating his ‘ Eden,” a glorious 
subject, but too Miltonic, I fear, for any capacity 
less than that of Beethoven, Mendelssohn, or Ber- 
lioz ; however, I may be premature in this judgment, 
and David may deploy yer more power than we deem 
him to possess. I could quarrel with Rachel, “ vaga- 
pray as one of your writers says truly, with the 
“‘ Marseillaise” tinselled on her tragic crown! She is 
to visit Turin before returning to Paris. Among other 
anecdotes of the insurrection the followin , to the 
honour of a sprightly mobile, may be relied on :—At 
the barricade of the Place Manbert, in Paris, a young 
Garde Mobile boldly mounted, amidst a shower of 
balls, to seize a flag. At the moment he put his hand 
on the trophy, an insurgent presented his musket at 
him, and was on the point of firing, when the boy ex- 
claimed, ‘‘' Tush! your piece is not loaded.’”’ The in- 
surgent mechanical moved his musket to assure him- 
self of the fact, kt in an instant the boy shot him 
dead, and descended with his flag, mingling his own 
laughter with the applause of his comrades, “ What 
fools these fellows are!” said he to an officer, who em- 
braced him with enthusiasm, ‘“ they don’t even know 
what they are about.” This boy, who has already been 
mentioned in the French journals, was between 15 and 
16 years of age, and was decorated by General 
Cavaignac. During the fighting he received balls in 
four different places, and was otherwise wounded. 

A banker here has just. purchased the journals the 
Commerce and the Patrie, having outbid Emile de 
Girardin, who offered to 25 000 francs. Said banker is 
gropriatbr of most of the existing journals, What a 
ane 8 opportunity for playing into the hands of a dic-

The Gardes Mobiles 
and the Gardes Nationales, inspired by her courage, 
rushed in a body to the assault and carried the barri- 
cade! Is she not well worthy of the native land of La 
Pucelle ?

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THE LAW OF MARRIAGE, 

Mr. 8. Wortizy has withdrawn his bill upon the 
subject of marriage with the sister of a deceased 
wife for the present session, in the hope that by so 
doing he will secure it what otherwise might be 
impossible—a full and dispassionate discussion. In 
taking this step he stated, by way of caution to the 
public, that, as it was now well understood that, 
by the existing law, marriage with the sister of a 
deceased wife was perfectly null and void, he 
trusted that, whatever the wishes of parties might 
be, they would wait till next session before they 
assumed the responsibility of entering into such 
contracts. ‘ He had himself,” he, however, added, 
‘* the strongest opinion of the necessity of the inter- 
ference of the Legislature, and he believed the 
whole of the commissioners entertained a similar 
opinion.”” From this we are at liberty to state 
that, in the course of next session, some measure 
will be passed to render such a marriage legal. 

Setting aside the religious aspect of the ques- 
tion, we would remark that the great consideration 
which has hitherto prevented the legalization of this 
kind of marriage is the fear that a woman forming 
an affection for her sister’s husband might use the 
confidence which is naturally placed in her, and 
her constant access to the family, to remove the 
sister by means of poison or otherwise. We con- 
fess that this fear borders somewhat on the extreme 
of probability; nor is there in reality any ground 
for it which would not equally serve to prohibit a 
marriage with any other woman after the death of 
a first wife. Therefore, as far as mere prudential 
reasons are concerned, we see no force in the objec- 
tion to such marriages. But the question of reli- 
gion is another matter which we may be able to 
review at a future period. 

One thing, however, is clear—that, as a doubt 
has existed upon the subject, the penalties of ille- 
gality should not be visited upon persons who have 
contracted marriages under that doubt, and much 
less upon. their children. At all events, then, some 
measure in the nature of a bill of indemnity should 
be passed, if possible, before the close of Parlia- 
ment; if not, then at the earliest period next ses- 
sion. Neither will any bill effect the ends of jus- 
tice which shall not act retrospectively as well as 
for the future.

THE RIVER STEAM-BOATS. 

Mr. Lanovcnerr, upon the part of the Govern- 
ment, has intimated a resolution to subject the 
steam-boats of the river to as stricta survey as other 
Ssteam-boats, and especially to restrict the number 
of passengers which they shall be permitted to 
carry. In this respect regulations will be carried 
out of a similar nature to those which define 
the amount of stage-coach passengers, with this 
difference, that the latter ease does not so impera- 
tively demand them as the former,

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT.

The House of Commons met at twelve o’clock on 
Saturday last, for the purpose of proceeding with the 
adjourned debate on Mr. R Crawford’s motion of the 
previous evening, for the immediate adoption of re- 
medial measures for Ireland. The speakers were Mr. 
J. O’Connell, Major Blackall, Mr. P. Scrope, Sir G. 
Grey, Colonel Dunne, Mr. R. M. Fox, Mr. Clements, 
Sir D. Norreys, Sir W. Somerville, Mr. F. O’Connor, 
Mr. Newdegate, Mr. Reynolds, Mr. A. Stafford, Mr. 
Grace, and Mr. H. Grattan. On a division the mo- 
tion was negatived by a majority of 77—-the numbers, 
24 to 101.—Proceeding in committee with the Poor- 
law Charges Bill being strongly opposed, the matter 
was postponed. 

In the House of Lords, on Monday, the Lord 
Chancellor moved that the amendments made by ‘the 
Commons in the Encumbered Estates (Ireland) Bill 
be considered and agreed to. Lord Stanley objected 
to the amendments, and thought that, at ‘all events, 
time should be given for deciding on them. The 
noble lord moved, as an amendment, that the bill, 
with the amendments made in it, be referred to a se- 
lect committee. After a discussion, in which Lord 
Monteagle, the Earl of Wicklow, the Earl of Devon, 
the Earl of Glengall, the Marquis of Lansdowne, and 
Lord Langdale took part, the House divided—For 
considering the Commons’ amendments, 27; for re- 
ferring them to a select committee, 10: majority for 
the Government, 17. The amendments of the Com- 
mons were then agreed to. 

On Tuesday, on the motion of Lord Campbell, the 
Administration of Criminal Justice (Ireland) Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 

On Thursday Lord Brougham, in pursuance of the 
notice he had given, rose to move for copies of the 
proclamations issued by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
under the powers recently conferred upon him by 
Parliament. 

Yesterday at the early sitting several petitions were 
presented, 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Sir G, Grey 
stated, in answer to a question from Lord Castle- 
reagh, that he had received a telegraphic communica- 
tion from Liverpool, with the intelligence that a col- 
lision had taken place between the constabulary and 
some of the insurgents, that a few of the latter were 
killed, that the military were not engaged, and that 
Mr. S. O’Brien was not taken.—The report of Con- 
stabulary Force (Ireland) Bill was received.—The 
Parliamentary Electors Bill was read a third time and 

assed.—The Diplomatic Relations with the Court of 
Rome Bill was postponed by Lord J. Russell.—The 
Clerks of the Peace (Dublin) Bill, the Loan Societies 
Bill, the Fisheries (Ireland) Bill, and the Proclama- 
tions on Fines (Court of Common Pleas) Bill, were 
read a second time. 

On Tuesday the report of the committee on Mr. F. 
O’Connor’s Land Company was brought up. The 
committee reported that the scheme of the company 
was illegal, and not likely to fulfil the expectations 
held out by the promoters to the shareholders; that 
the accounts had been most imperfectly kept; the 
balance-sheets, with the exception of three, destro ed; 
and that the accountants found that between three 
and four thousand pounds were due to Mr. F, O’Con- 
nor. Some explanation followed touching the conduct 
of Mr. F. O’Connor relative to this scheme, and the 
report of the committee was then received.—To a 
question from Sir J. Tyrell, Mr. Labouchere replied 
that two bills were in preparation—one to stop the 
importation of diseased cattle, and the other to prevent 
the spread of the disease among the cattle of this 
country. The bills would be introduced in a few days.

Tue Frre at Waprrrnc.—On Saturday 
last, at one o’clock, Mr. Baker held an inquest at the 
Anchor and Hope, next door to the premises burned 
down, on the bodies of John Piercy and James Young 
Hancock, each aged 26, firemen, who lost their lives 
in the above fire.—William Ayling said he was fore- 
man to Messrs. Lawford and Westrup, and that he 
lodged at the Anchor and Hope. On Friday morning, 
shortly after four o’clock, the noise of a policeman’s 
rattle woke him; and on going to the window he 
learned that his employers’ premises next door were 
on fire. He dressed with all speed, ran down, and un- 
locked the warehouse doors, He entered and ascended 
to the highest floor but one, and from that saw smoke 
issuing, which prevented him mounting further. He 
descended to the street, sent for Mr. Westrup, called 
up the workmen, and despatched messengers to the 
fire-engine stations for the necessary assistance.—By 
the Coroner: The fire broke out on the top floor, the 
fifth from the bottom. The floor contained a number 
of wheels for dressing flour and wheat, and several 
‘Archimedean screws for conducting, in wooden boxes, 
the wheat from one part of the mill to another, [ 
never saw any appearance of ignition from the friction 
of the screws, which are made of cast iron, and which 
work at the slow rate of thirty-five revolutions in a 
minute.—Mr. Lawford, in answer to a juror, said the 
premises had been reinsu 


red since Christmas at a pre- 
mium beyond the usual rate. They had been rebuilt, 
which was the cause of the fresh insurance, With re- 
spect to the fire he suspected nobody.—Mr. George 
Fogo, foreman of the London Fire Brigade, and whose 
station is in Jeffrey’s-square, St. Mary Axe, said that 
as soon as he heard of the fire he started for it with an 
engine and four men. 


He found two of the brigade 
engines already at work on his arrival. 


One of them 
was from Wellclose-square, and to it the deceased fire- 
men belonged. He followe 


d the hose of that engine 
into the building, and went up to the second floor and 
called to the men, when Mackay, the engineer who 
had so narrowly escaped, answered, ‘All right,” sig- 
nifying that they had got a good position to master 
the fire. Witness descended to the street to get his 
own engine into work, and very soon afterwards he 
heard the crash of floors falling in. In answer to the 
coroner Mr. Fogo said: I do not think there is any- 
body to beblamed. Itis evident that the weight in the 
upper part of the bui 


Iding caused the loss of life— 
caused the floors to fall s 


9 suddenly that the men had 
not time to escape. I have inquire 


d into the cause of 
the fire, and gather from the opinions of others that it 
may be attributed to the 


friction of the machinery.— 
The verdict was, “ Accidental death, whilst engaged 
in extinguishing the fire, 


but how the fire was caused 
there was no evidence to prove.”’—Mr. Braidwood, in 
reply to the foreman of the jury, said the widows of 
firemen were not allowed pensions. Formerly they 
were, but it led to such abuse and immorality that the 
companies discontinued the practice, ‘The children 
of firemen who lost their lives in the discharge of their 
duties were assisted by the compa 


nies, and so were 
the widows, to a certain extent. Not more than eight 
men of the Lon 


don Fire Brigade had so lost their lives 
during the last fifteen years, 


though the average 
number of fires were two a day. The circumstances of 
the present case would come before a committee of the 
company next week, and the condition of the families 
of decease 


d would be then considered.

Murper NEAR PenritH. — About nine 
o’clock on Friday evening (last week) the inhabitants 
of Penrith were alarmed by a young man galloping 
into town for the police to take in charge Joseph Todd, 
gamekeeper to Captain Youngson, of Bowscar, on 
Penrith Fell, who he represented had murdered Mr. 
Joseph Jackson, one of Captain Youngson’s farmers, 
by shooting him through the heart. Mr, Martindale 
Scott, the high constable, and assistants, immediately 
set offin a conveyance to Bowscar.

IRELAND. 


Dusuin.—REWARDS FOR THE ARREST OF 
Insurcents.—On the 28th ult. the Lord Lieutenant 
issued the following proclamation :— 

_ “ CLARENDON.— Whereas we have received informa- 
tion that William Smith O’Brien has been guilty of 
treasonable practices, and has openly a peared in 
arms against her Majesty: Now we, the Tad Lieu- 
tenant, being asernined: to bring the said William 
Smith O’Brien to justice, do hereby offer a reward of 
five hundred pounds to any person or persons who 
shall secure and deliver up to safe custody the person 
of the said William Smith O’Brien: And we do hereby 
strictly charge and command all justices of the peace, 
mayors, sheriffs, bailiffs, constables, and all other her 
Majesty's loyal subjects, to use their utmost diligence 
in apprehending the said William Smith O’Brien,” 

A. similar proclamation has been issued offering a 
reward for the apprehension of Thomas F. Meagher, 
John B, Dillon, and Michael Doheny. The reward in 
their case is three hundred pounds. The most start- 
ling part of the above document is that which accuses 
O’Brien of having openly appeared in arms against 
her Majesty. _ This is best explained by the followin 
narrative :—Mr. O'Brien presented himself at Mulli- 
nahone, county Tipperary, a small village in the mining 
districts of that county. He appeared in a very ex- 
cited state, and wore over his dress a tricolor sash of 
green, white, and orange; round his body a belt was 
passed in which hung a case of pistols, and in his 
right hand he bore a large pike mounted on a long 
staff. He was accompanied by a young man, said to 
be a civil engineer. Mr. O’Brien desired to see the 
commander of the police station—a head constable, 
with only a party of four or five under him. He was 
called, and Mr. O’Brien addressed him with great 
pompousness, calling on him to surrender his post to 
him in the name of ‘the people,” telling him with 
considerable blandness that if he would, with his party, 
join the aforesaid people, he (Mr, O’Brien) wou d 
ensure him better pay and speedier promotion than he 
could ever get from the Crown of England. The con- 
stable demurred, but in quiet terms, that he could 
not betray his trust, upon which Mr. O’Brien gave 
him an hour to consider, and in the interval the con- 
stable and his men very prudently retired to Johns- 
town, 


The further and continued movements of Mr, 
O’Brien will be found in the follawing account of the 
“ Battle of Boulagh”:— Intelligence was received 
at Kilkenny that O’Brien, eagher, Doheny, 
O'Reilly, and Dillon had been proclaimed traitors ; 
that rewards had been offered of £600 for the 
apprehension of O’Brien, and of £300 for that of 
each of his four confederates. Notices to this effect 
were posted up not only in Kilkenny, but all over 
the country, policemen having been despatched on 
cars in every direction for that purpose. Scarcely 
had the announcement been made at Kilkenny, when 
Mr. Blake, the’ county inspector of constabulary, re- 
solved to undertake the important duty which the 
Lord Lieutenant's proclamation pointed out, Having 
matured his plans, with the most praiseworthy des- 
patch he started from Kilkenny shortly after day- 
break, and, reaching Harleypark, ascertained there 
on undoubted authority that Smith O’Brien and the 
other proclaimed traitors had passed the night among 
the colliers (or ‘* Black Boys’’) of Boulagh-common, 
within a mile of Ballingarry. This important point 
having been settled, Mr. Blake sent a messenger to 
Callan, where the constabulary of the surrounding dis- 
trict had been concentrated’ some days previously, 
These, to the number of fifty or sixty men, under the 
command of Chief-constable Trant, he directed to 
march on the eommon of Roulagh a distance of ten 
Irish miles. Acting upon this, he proceeded at once 
to Thurles, and secured military, reinforcements. 
While all these preparations were in progress, the 
small but courageous band of policemen from os 
had already penetrated to the very centre of oie ee- 
tion, and, with a resolution. which, when all the cir- 
cumstances are known, will excite universal admi- 
ration, had in effect suppressed the insurrection ! 
The bell of the nearest %oman Catholic chapel had 
been rung as son they were seen ap roaching, and 
crowds of persons were momentarily Hocking to the 
ranks of the insurgents. a inding himself in danger 
of being surrounded and cut off, Chief-constable Trant 
threw his men into @ substantial slated house which 
stands on an eminence close to the common, Here 
they were speedily assailed by the armed mob without 
and by their leaders. Mr, Smith O’Brien went up to 
the window with a brace of pistols in his hands, and 
ealled on them to surrender their arms, promising them 
that if they complied their persons would be safe. 
While he parleyed and endeavoured to fraternize by 
shaking hands with the men through the windows, 
his adherents were very coolly piling straw and hay at 
the entrance of the house, with the view of suffocating 
the poor fellows within, or burning them alive. The 
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time was now come for action, but the police did not 
use their muskets till several shots had been fired at 
them, and stones thrown in on them through the 
windows, One account says they fired a volley, another 
that they fired one or two shots ; at all events five men 
wére killed on the spot. The effect of this determined 
conduct was that the crowd retreated, and, although 
Smith O’Brien urged them over and over again to go 
and pull down the house, they would not attempt it. 
The Roman Catholic clergyman of the district arrived 
at this time on the scene of strife, and implored the 
eople to abstain from violence. Smith O’Brien and 
his friends then appear to have got disgusted. De- 
claring that, as the people would not stand by him, 
he would not stand by them, he fled across the country 
upon the chief Fangtabiors horse. The appearance of 
r. O’Brien was very miserable, but he expressed his 
determination never to surrender, as he felt that his 
fate would be certain. The insurgents were very 
numerous, ‘‘Never,’’ says the Times, “was so 
gigantic a humbug dispelled by such insignificant 
means. We know not how many thousand pikes have

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THE SEA LIONESS. 

This very curious and unique animal is dead. It 
was a remarkably fine specimen, the only living one 
ever brought to this country or to Europe, and was 
exhibited at the Cosmorama-rooms, Regent-street, last 

_ week. It was one of the species of marine animals 
mentioned in ‘‘ Anson’s Voyage Round the World, 
and was taken in latitude 70 south, upon an iceberg 
near the Crozet Islands: it was brought to the 
Cape of Good Hope (where it remained some pnt) 
aia thence to this country, where it was _Tecently 
landed. It differs from the common seal by its broad 
flat head and blunt nose. The skull shows many pe- 
culiarities, but the chief character is presented by the 
teeth. This animal has only four conical cutting teeth 
in each jaw, which are far apart and nearly similar to 
the canine teeth. The molar teeth, or grinders, are 
small, with large simple cylindrical roots, whereas in 
the common seal the roots are divided. Captain Tris- 
cott, of the Mathesis, who brought this extraordinary 
creature to England, describes it as being remarkably 
good-tempered and displaying considerable intelligence 
in the recognition of persons, It was kept in a tank 
of sea-water, beneath which it occasionally concealed 
itself, but more frequently emerged from the water and 
reposed its head on the ence of the tank, the whole 
body being nearly above the water, and, being com- 
pletely amphibious, it existed on land as well as in the 
sea, The surface of the body is covered with smooth 
hair, ofa brownish black tint; it has long whiskers 
like a tiger, and had very large round bright eyes. 
When disturbed or irritated it uttered a sort of growl. 
There are two fins where the fore legs would be ina 
land animal, the fins, if so they can be called, being 
terminated by hands almost aimatlar to the human hand, 
but having longer nails, not claws. The body ends in 
a tail with broad fins, upon which the animal could sit 
nearly upright. It fed upon fish and upon the blood 
of animals, which it appeared to be very fond of. This 
lioness supplies one of the most extraordinary links in 
the genera of animals, and in this country is a very 
interesting phenomenon, 

The skin will be transferred (in order to be stuffed) 
to the British Museum, and some portions of the 
viscera, &c., will be ‘ prepared’’ for the museum of 
the Royal College of Surgeons,

PRESERVES, &c, 
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To Green Fruits for Preserving (or Pickling).— 
Take pippins, apricots, pears, lums, peaches, while 
green for the first, or radish-pods, French beans, for 
the latter, and cucumbers for both processes; and put 
them, with vine-leaves under and oyer, into a black-tin 
preserving-pan, with spring-water to cover them, and 
then the tin cover to exclude all air, Set it on the 
side of a fire, and when they begin to simmer take 
them off; pour off the water, ane. if not green, put 
fresh leaves when cold, and repeat the same. Take 
them out carefully with a slice. They are to be peeled 
and then done according to the receipts for the severa 
modes. 

To Clarify Sugar for Preserves.—Break as much as 
required in large lumps, and put a pound to half a 
pint of water, in a bowl, and it will dissolve better 
than when broken small. Set it over the fire, add the 
well-whipt white of an egg; let it boil up, and, when 
ready to run over, pour a little cald water in to give it 
a check; but when it rises a second time take it off 
the fire, and set it by in the pan for a quarter of an 
hour, during which the foulness will sink to the 
bottom, and leave a black scum on the top, which take 
off gently with a skimmer, and pour the syrup into a 
vessel very quickly from the sediment, 

Green Apricots—Lay vine or apricot leayes at the 
bottom of your pan, then fruit, and go alternately till 
full, the upper layer being thick with leayes; then fill 
with spring water, and cover down, that na alga may 
come out, Set the pan at a distance from the fire, that 
in four or five hours they may be only soft, but not 
cracked, Makea thin syrup of some of the water, and 
drain the fruit. When both are cold, put the fruit into 
the pan, and the syrup to it; put the pan at a proper 
distance from the fire till the apricots green, but on no 
account boil or crack; remove them very carefully into 
a pan with the syrup for two or three days; then pour 
off ag much of it as will be necessary, and boil with 
more sugar to make a rich syrup, and put a little 
sliced ate into it. When cold, and the thin syrup 
has a heen drained from the fruit, pour the thick over 
it. @ former will serve to sweeten pies, 

To Preserve Oranges or Lemons in Jelly.—Cut a 
hole in the stalk part, the sige of a shilling, and with 
a blunt small knife scrape out the pulp quite clear 
without cutting the rind, Tie each separately in mus- 
lin and lay them in spring-water two days, changing 
twice a day; in the last boil them tender on a siow fire. 
Observe that there is enough at first to allow for 
wasting, as they must be covered to the last. To 
every pound of fruit weigh two pounds of double- 
refined sugar and one pint of water ; boil the two latter 
together with the juice of the orange to a syrup, and 
clarify it, skim well, and let it stand to be co} ; then 
boil the fruit in the syrup half an hour; if not ¢ ear, do 
this daily till they aredone, 

Pare and core some green pippins, and boil in water 
till it tastes strong of them; don’t break them, only 
gently press them with the back of 4 spoon; strain 
the water through a jelly-bag till quite clear; then to 
every pint put a pound of double-refined sugar, the

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dry weather, into a preserving-pan, with a pint of 
currant-juice, drawn as for jelly; let them boil pretty 
quick and beat them with the spoon; when they begin 
to break put to them six pounds of pure white Lisbon 
Sugar, and simmer slowly to a jam. It requires long 
boiling or it will not keep; but is an excellent and 
seasonable thing for tarts or puffs. Look at it in two 
or three days, and, if the syrup and fruit separate, the 
whole must be boiled longer. Be careful it does not 
burn to the bottom. 

Another,— Gather your gooseberries (the clear white 
or green sort) when ripe; top and tail, and weigh 
them—a pound to three quarters of a pound of fine 
sugar, and half a pint of water; boil and skim the 
ane and water; then put the fruit, and boil gently 
till clear; then break and put into small pots. 


THE NEW CONSUMPTION HOSPITAL AT 
BROMPTON AND MLLE. LIND. 

Tn another column we have spoken of the concert 
given by Mile. Lind—most nobly given—for the be- 
hefit of the above institution; and it will not be inap- 
propriate here to give a glance at the origin of the 


¢ charity. 


To many it will appear incredible that until seven 
years ago there was no hospital in Bngland which 
would receive as an inmate a vietim to pulmonary con- 
sumption. This fact was strongly impressed on the 
mind of Mr. Philip Rose, a legal gentleman of high 
respectability and great benevolence, by a circumstance 
which we will relate. A person who had been for 
many years a clerk in Mr. Rose's office became inca- 
pacitated for his duties by pulmonary disease, His 
employer was much interested for him, and endea- 
youred to get him gdmitted into one of the great 
London hospitals as a resident patient. His own in- 
terest and that of his friends proved vain: he could 
obtain advice and medicines from the hospitals for the 

atient, but none of them would receive and nurse 

im, The reasons for this exclusion of a victim to 
cousumption were ‘ the incurability of his complaint, 
and ee ea of time he would occupy a bed which 
could be more profitably disposed of for the cure or 
relief of other diseases.” It seemed to Mr. Rose that 
guch a state of things ought not to continue in this 
coantry. He determined to use every means in his 
power to get a hospital founded for the reception and 
proper medical treatment of consumptive patients 
among the poor classes of society. He roused the 
minds of some friends to the consideration of this sub- 
ject; they joined with him in his desire; and at a 
private meeting at Mr. Rose’s house a plan was formed 
for the establishment of a hospital for consumption, 
When, through the liberality and exertions of Mr. 
Rose and his friends, a small fund had been raised, 


roper officers were appointed, and a house was hired 6 
in Chelsea for the reception of twenty consumptive in- > 
mates, and medicines were also dispensed, and advice ¢ 
given, to a considerable number of out-patients. This ‘ 


was the commencement of the present “ 
Consumption and Diseases of the Chest.” It took 
place in 1841. Since that time the original design has 
been rapidly fulfilling itself. A considerable sum of 
money has been raised in various ways, by bequests, 
danations, annual subscriptions, charity sermons, 
bazaars, &c., and the governors of the charity secured a 
plece of ground in a locality cong eateamed favourable 
to consumptive patients—viz., Old Brompton. ‘This 
ground lies on the north side of the Fulham-road, con- 
tiguous to the spot where the Queen's Elms turnpike 
formerly stood. Here Prince alert laid the first 
stone of the hospital in August, 1843,

Jenny Linp’s Concerr.—A more gratifying 
or graceful scene than that presented on Monday, in 
the Great Concert Room at her Majesty's Theatre, 
has seldom or ever been witnessed. The most exalted 
art wag exercised in the sacred cause of charity, and 
the spirit which ministered to the sick and the indigent 
was Jenny Lind. A rare gift is true genius united 
with a mind well regulated and a heart softened by its 
divine influences; it is not only a blessing to the 
possessor, but to all who come within its circle, and 
even through the tainted atmosphere of a theatre it 
infuses a freshness and a perfume; all that it touches 
becomes elevated and Fehined ¢ and, perhaps, in no 
country of the globe is its moral influence more felt 
and appreciated than in England. When the fact was 
ascertained that Jenny Lind had so nobly undertaken, 
singly and at all hazard, to give a concert in aid of the 
funds of the Hospital for Consumption in Brompton, 
we confess we felt no surprise at the offer—it was but 
an added instance to many similar-actions that have 
signalized her artistic career—a career that will be 
remembered as much by her virtues and beneficence 
as by her supremacy as a lyric artist. ‘The illustrious 
example met with a glorious response; for scarcely 
was the circumstance announced than an unparalleled 
demand for admissions followed, and the appearance 
of the room on Monday morning bore honourable 
testimony to the good, the gentle, the gifted concert- 
giver. very seat in the area, the boxes, and the, 
orchestra was filled by rank, fashion, and talent. The 
Duke of Wellington, who was seated in the front of 
the platform, on the appearance of Jenny Lind shook 
hands with her, and the fervent welcome with which 
she was greeted was rather that of personal friendship 
than the applause commonly tendered to public 
singers. It was heartfelt, genial, and enthusiastic, 
and was elicited as much by respect of the woman 
as the gifts of the artist. M. Remusat and Mr. 
King were the flautists, and performed admirably. 
Mlle, Cruvelli sang a romanza of Nicoli with excellent 
effect; Signor Coletti delivered an aria from Merca- 
dante’s ‘ Reggente,” ‘‘Nuova ferita,’’ with remark- 
able spirit; and Belletti gave the scena from ‘ Son- 
nambula,”’ ‘Deh! ti ferma,” with great excellence. 
The instrumental portion consisted of Liszt’s fantasia 
of the ‘{ Lucia,” and a pair of Mendelssohn's ‘‘ Lieder 
ohne Warte,” yery well played by Mr. Otto Goldsmidt ;

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FOREIGN SUMMARY. 


France.—An improved project of M. Léon Fau- 
cher, having for its object an ameliorated system of 
the discount banks by means of a subvention of the 
Councils General, has been received with great ap- 

robation by the committee of finances. General 
Daitieeme has died of his wounds. 


SpAin.—Het Majesty has so far recovered a8 to 
have been enabled to receive the Pope’s Nuncio, who 
has been presented at Court with the usual formali- 
ties. Mons. Brunelli expressed to her Majesty his 
satisfaction at the renewal of friendly relations, and 
thanked the Qneen for having graciously conde- 
scénded to receive the respectful petition which he 
had presented to her, and for having given her royal 
Work to raise up again the altar of religion, and to Te- 
establish the priesthood in their primitive splendour 
and lustre. The Queen replied that the differences 
between Spain and the Holy See had caused her great 
pain; that she was delighted at being again on friendly 
terms with the illustrious Pontiff; and that she would 
endeavour to follow the example of her august prede- 
cessors, who had always considered the sacred title uf 
“‘ Most Catholic King” the brightest jewel in their 
diadem. Throughout all Catalonia there are bands of 
Carlists who are beginning to intercept the couriers. 
On the 16th ult. that of Berga was rifled, and, besides 
the letters, two boxes, directed to Paredes, the com- 
mandant-general of the province, were taken. The 
mail from Madrid to Barcelona was seized on the 18th, 
at. eleven o’clock at night, by a band who burned 
the carriage and took away the horses. ‘The 
formal and explicit acknowledgment of the Queen 
by the Court of Austria is officially announced. ‘The 
forced loan is collecting. The facility with which 
it is got in is remarkable. Don Francisco de 
Paula is said to have selectéd Portugal a§ the 
place of his exile. His daughter, the ex-Infanta Jo- 
sefa, with her husband, Guell y Rerite; will accompany 
him. The Queen goes on well, 


PortTuGaL.—Portugal, generally, is traviquil. The 
Cortes were to continue open till the 14th of August. 
A project had passed the House of Péers fér the 
establishment of a line of steamers betWéen Lisbon, 
Madeira, and the Cape de Verde Islands. 

GERMANY.—Prussta.—A good déal of discontent 
reigns in Berlin against the proceedings of the Frank- 
fort Assembly, and fears are entertained that on the 
6th of August—the day on which thé army is to take 
a kind of oath of allegiance to thé Lieutenant of the 
Empire—some military uproar miy ensue. A large 
meeting has been held at Stettin to oppose any oath, 
save that to the King, and many regiments have sent 
deputations with the same petition. 

The Preussische Staatsanzeiger publishes the fo!- 
lowing royal proclamation :— ‘ 

“To tHe AnMyY.—The suprenie direction of the affairs of 
Germany has been confided to & Régent, in order to strengthen 
the unity of our common coiifitry. I have given my voice to 
the election of his Imperial mid. Royal Highness the Arch- 
duke John, not only becausé that Prince is my friend, but 
also because he has made his name glorious, both in peace 
and in war, Prussia knows flat the power is ite own. 
Prussia knows how strongly Gérmany relies on the bravery 
of the Prussian troops. She knows that the fate of Geriminy 
must be decided by her sword. Shé will therefore take an 
honest pride energetically, and in co-operation With the rest 
of Germany, to protect the peave, the liberty, and indepen- 
dence of the German nation, S6ldlers !—Whérever Prussian 
troops shall stand forward for the German cause, and obey 
according to my orders to his Tinperial and Royal Highness 
the Regent, there I am sure you will uphold the reputation of 
Prussian gallantry and disciplité, of which your victories will

DENMARK.—A letter from SchleswWig-Holstein, in 
a Brussels journal, states that the Danes had re= 
commenced hostilities by an attack on the port of 
Eckenforde. 

Avustria.—The Duke of Modenareached Innspruck 
on the 18th ult. 

ITALY.—PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT AT Rome,— 
On the 22nd ult., the Pope still persisting in his 
determination, the Chamber, in conjunction with the 

eople, appointed a Provisional Government. The 
Bount Pasolini had been summoned to the Vatican 
and commanded to forma Ministry. He demanded, 
howéver, a previous authority to declare war, which 
the Pope refusing, his mission was at an end, and the 
State left without a Government, 3 

Lomparpy.—During the night, and at the time 
that a frightful storm was raging, the Austrians 
showed themselves under Villafranca, Somma-Cam- 
tate and Sena, They came from Verona, were 

000 in number, and had their horses’ hoofs and tie 
Wheels of their carriages covered with cloth, to prevent 
noe. ‘Two hours before daylight the Italian army 


perceived them. The line from Villafranca to Sena 
was protected by the regiment of Savona and 1200 

uscans. The Austrians captured Villafranca, and 
attempted to burn it down; they drove back all the 
line of the Italians, and killed 100 Tuscans, a general, 
and several officers. They then pillaged and devastated 
the place. All the troops who were at Castelnuovo, Mon- 
zambano, and the environs received orders to retire to 
Peschiera, The Austrians advanced under that place, 
where they killed a great many people and devastated 
some villages. They afterwards withdrew. King 
Lear’s method of ‘‘ shoeing a troop of horse with felt” 
has thus been realized. 


DEFEAT OF THE PIEDMONTESE,—Charles Albert 
having abandoned Goito and established his head- 
quarters at Asola—the following are some par- 
ticulars of this affair so fatal to the hopes of 
Sardinia. The Austrians did not attack the strong 
position of Goito in front, or follow up the King in 
his retreat from Villafranca by Roverbella across the 
Mincio to it, but they carried an overwhelming mass 
from Monzambano on Volta, and from that height 
attacked Goito in the rear, and quickly dislodged the 
Piedmontese. Prodigies of valour were performed. 
A regiment of Savoy absolutely retook and held Volta 
for several hours by a charge of bayonets against a 
Strong battery, supported by double the number of 
Croats. But what can the highest courage do against 
troops ever on the increase? Charles Albert retired 
on Asola, halfway between Cremonaand Mantua, and, 
itis said, the army was broken up! Charles Albert 
has signed a request for French intervention. 


CONSTANTINOPLE. — Suleyman Pasha, who was 
lately Ambassador at Paris, has set out as the Sultan’s 
plenipotentiary to Bucharest. He will, of course, 
supersede Talaat Effendi. : 

By the latest accounts from Persta it appears that 
that country is in a state of revolution and anarchy, 
which will bear comparison, and that is saying a great 
deal, with that of the most disturbed parts of Europe 
at this moment. At Shiraz the people have risen and 
expelled the Government authorities. At Tabriz, 
also, there was a scene of the most frightful massacre 
and destruction, the Mahometans having risen and 
murdered all the Armenian inhabitants, bésides burn- 
ing down all the houses in their quarter. The 
sole reason assigned for this enormous outrage was 
the alleged carrying off of some Persian women by 
Armenians, in consequence of which the Persians 
were excited by their fanatic and vindictive passions 
to the Commiission of these frightful excesses. 


ATHENS.—An attempt has been made to negotiate a 
loan from the bank, but without success. The Senate 
has voted an act of impeachment against the ex- 
Minister, Riga Palamedes, That individual has taken 
refuge with the French legation, of which he has been 
the protegé. He is charged with embezzlement of the 
public moneys, and is condenmed to repay to the 
treasury 120,000 drachms, of which he gave no account. 
Riga never ventures out of the hotel of the French 
embassy. 


Russta.—A remarkable circular, addressed by 
Count Nesselrode, to all Russian diplomatic agents, 
and dated the 6th of July, has been published. The 
letter begins by complaints of the language used 
against Russia, both in the German press and in the 
German assemblies. It complains of war against 
Russia being preached; an alliance between Germany 
and France proposed; Russia, Poland, and the Baltic 
provinces menaced; finally, Denmark, whose integrity 
Russia has guaranteed, was attacked. The conse- 
quence was the formation of a Russian army in Poland 
but solely as a defensive measure, The letter then 
enumerates the many acts of friendship towards Ger- 
many shown by Russia. Russia desires accord be- 
tween German princes and their people. And 
whatever doubts Russia may have of the present 
experiment in Germany succeeding, the Government 
keeps these doubts to itself. In fine, Russia is deter- 


mined not to invade or ptovoke, but to remain neutral 
and self-defensive.
